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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The text cited as supporting stitching in the 
provisional application (see pages 5-6 of 4/4/07 remarks) is actually referring to Figure 5, which is prior art. As stated by Examiner Dunn 
in the Final rejection, bonding is not stitching, contrary to applicant's remarks of 4/4/07, and hence is not supported by the provisional 
application's mention of stitching. Applicant's own disclosure makes a distinction between bonding and stitching on page 24 in paragraph 
[00108] of the disclosure, where bonding is first mentioned as an alternative to stitching. Also, regarding page 7 of the remarks of 4/4/07, 
the examiner agrees with Examiner Dunn's final action that the claimed surfaces are not shown in the same plane in the provisional 
application (Examiner Dunn referred to the anchor plate and carriage instead of their surfaces in the final Office Action because the 
applicant, in fact, referred to the anchor plate and carriage in the previous remarks of 8/22/06)..
